WELL FILLED.

The number of tourists and passengers 
dealt with hy the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway at Kingstown for the 
months of June, July and August this 
year show an increase of 10,000 as com- 
pared with the number catered for in the 
same period of the previous year, and an 
increase of 18,000 over the numbers 
carried in 19265. 

The British and 'Irish Steam Packet 
Company has had an equally good season, 
and, though the figures for these months 


Times reporter was tol b Mr, 
Mclaughlin, of that company, ‘that they 
had enjoyed a remarkably good year. 
This, he pointed out, would be borne out 
by: the fact that during the month of 
August, instead of their regular service 
of one boat each day to and from Liver- 
pool, there were two steamers from 
Liverpool on Wednesdays and two boats 
on Fridays, while from Dublin two boats 
sailed for Liverpool on Mondays and 
Thursdays. The capacity of these 
steamers is about one thousand cabin and 
steerage. These extra boats are still on 
the service, and will continue as long 
as they are required—probably to the end 
of the month, because, added Mr. 
McLaughlin, we find that, if there is fine 
weather at the end of August, the season 


generally goes on till the end of 
September. 

EXTRA BOATS. 
The London, Midland and Scottish 


Railway had also to put on extra boats 
to accommodate the traffic between Holy- 
head and Kingstown. 

The Burns-Laird service of steamers 
also catered for am increased number of 
passengers; and Mr. Baird, the Dublin 
manager of this service, said that he had 
no doubt that this would be proved the 
best tourist season that. Treland has 
experienced for many years. 

Mr. Baird added that, in the course 
of a recent holiday in the South of 
Ireland, he found ry place filled with 
visitors. The roads, he said, are really 
excellent, with the exception of a small 
patch in a corner of the County Clare, 
and in consequence motoring has been 
made delightfully pleasant. 3 


HOTELS DO WELL. 

Mr, J. B. Stephens, General Manager 
of the Great Northern Railway, said that 
the numbers carried over that system to 
Dublin during the season was greatly in 
excess of last year, and, though their 
receipts were down owing to the cheaper 
fares which were in force for the last twelve 
months, their passenger traffic had in- 
creased. 

The result of inquiries at some of the 
leading hotels in the city also indicates 
the big increase of visitors during July 
and August, particularly the latter 
month. 

A Dublin gentleman who has just re- 
turned from a tour of the West and South 
told an Irish Times representative that it 
was most difficult to secure hotel accom- 
modation, which in some places was 
unobtainable if not secured weeks in 
advance. ‘‘ Killarney, when I was there,” 
he said, “ was chock full of visitors, nearly 
all of whom were Americans. There were 
comparatively few English tourists there, 
and hotel proprietors regret their passing 
over Killarney this year. I have been in 
most of the towns in the South and West, 
and everywhere the same happy state of 
affairs exists. There is no doubt at all 
but that this season has seen a wonderful 
improvement in the tourist traffic.”’ 


- MANY AMERICANS. : 
Mr. J. C. Foley, President of the Cork 
Tourist Development Association, talking 
to an Irish Times representative, had the 
same happy statement to make concerning 
the increase in the tourist traffic. “I was 
in the Killarney district a few days ago, ' 
he said, “and the place is filled with 
Americans. Our Association has gone 
tentatively into the figures relating to the 
number of American tourists who have 
come here this year, and so far, comp..red 
with last year—which was a good season— 
there is an increase of 30 or 35 per cent.

GOOD WORK AT ARKLOW.

Sir William Wheeler said that it was 
interesting to watch the growth of this hos- 
pital.

This 
applied more particularly to children, who, 
like plants, required the sunshine, and re- 
reel | it in an intensified form. Patients who 
are under treatment for months must be 
treated in the open-air if they were going 
to have any chancw of cure. 

With regard to children, Cappagh was a 
great example to them.

AGITATION AGAINST 
SINGLE TRACKS. 


PROTEST MEETING TO BE 
HELD IN GALWAY. 


From Ovuk Own CoRRESPONDENT. 


GALWAY, Thursday. 
Galway Urban Council passed to-day a 
resolution strongly protesting against the 
singling of the railway line to Dublin, and it 
has been decided to call a meeting in the 
city on Tuesday next, to which all the T.D.’s 
for the county will be invited, as well as 
representatives from the County Council, 
Tuam and Loughrea Town Commissioners, 
Ballinasloe and Galway Urban Councils, and 
Galway Harbour Commissioners, to voice the 
protest of the West. : 
Mr. Martin McDonagh, T.D. (Govt.), 
Chairman oí the Galway Urban Council, and 
a former director of the Midland Great 
Western Railway, said that the singling of 
the line was a very false move. In the South 
of Ireland they had no such big fairs as in 
the West, and to carry stock promptly. and 
quickly a double line was wanted. No 
economy would be effected by the change to 
a single line when the expenses of the block 
signalling was considred. If a mishap occurred 
when traffic was busy the whole system 
would be blocked. As it is, the service was 
none too good, but with a single line no one 
knew what was going to happen. He did not 
blame the directors, but the theorists, who 
wanted to try new ideas. Lifting the rail 
would depreciate the property of the share- 
holders, and the new signalling and loops 
would cost money, so that no matter what 
the argument, there could be no economy in 
the thing. At the time of amalgamation 
the Midland Great Western line was the 
most efficient and best-equipped line in the 
country. Wagons were available then, while 
now there was a shortage. 
GRAVE MATTER FOR GALWAY. 
| Mr. Joseph... Young, Vice-Chairman, who 
proposed the resolution, said that it was a 
rave matter for the City and County of 
alway. 
Mr. Thomas McDonough asked why, if the 
company were going in for economy, they 
did not make a single line from Dublin to 
Cork? He suggested that objection be 
taken before the Nas Tribunal. 
Mr. Jackson said that he was informed 
that at the last fair in Galway cattle were 
held up at the station, and that at this week's 
fair there was also a delay because trains 
could not get through. 
Mr. Connolly said that this proposal came 
at a time when the West was progressing, 
and this thing was going to intercept that 
progress. 
The Chairman—Of course, we have our 
own port, and we can send more stock by 
sea if there is any trouble. 
Mr. Gilbert Lynch, ex-Labour T.D., said 
that the necessary information should be com- 
iled in order to put a good case before the 
Fribunal. They realised that the railways 
were in a difficult position financially, and if 
they compelled them to retain services it was 
incumbent upon them as citizens to give them 
some support. The Great Southern’ Company 
in rates alone paid £130,000, so that the 
had got to maintain not only their own road- 
way, but that of their competitors.

THE FUTURE. 

Under the Act, the new Free State legal 
tender notes (which ane to be distinguished 
from the new consolidated bank notes) may 
be secured either by British Government secu- 
rities, British currency notes, or gold. 

It will be interesting to see whether the 
Free State Currency ama will pre- 
sently assume the róie of the “ unknown 
buyer,’’ and purchase goid in London; but, 
however that may be, the bulk of the cover 
which it will hold will consist, of course, of 
British Government securities. 

WHAT THE CHANGE MEANS. 

To that extent all that the replacement of 
British currency notes by Irish Jegal tender 
notes will in effect mean for the London mar- 
ket will be that the Currency Commission will 
exchange a number of millions of British 
currency notes for the British Government 
securities now held against those notes. The 
prospective return of the £6,000,000 currency 
notes was, of course, allowed for in fixing 
the new Bank of England fiduciary circula- 
tion.

These words go further, in the direction of 
censorship, than the Free State Censorship 
Bill proposes to go. In point of fact, Milton 
went much further than that quotation shows, 
in the expression of his desire that those who 
held theories fundamentally objectionable to 
him should be silenced by authority. In the 
main he worthily defended liberty. 
It is well known that he, “ who rode 
sublime upon the seraph-wings of: ecstasy, 
was not oniy an immortal poet, but also a 
more or less mortal journalist, or pam- 


phleteer. His successors in the inheritance 
of journalism are at the present day repre- 
sented by the Council of the Institute ‘of 


Journalists, who not very long ago passed a 
resolution desiring the Government (that is, 
the English Government) to take steps to 
check ‘‘ the increasing tendency of newspaper 
reports to give undue prominence to nauseous 
details oí . , . murders and _ other 
criminal cases.” The Earl of Birkenhead has 
said :—‘‘ There is no other civilised country in 
the world in which licence is conceded to the 
same degree as in England.” The Lord Chief 
Justice of: England has said:—' We have 
never grappled with this evil with half the 
courage we ought to have.” While Milton 
would be fully alive to the danger of having 
‘‘art made tongue-tied by authority, to 
suggest that he would not be on our side 
in the present issue would be to misconceive 
his attitude and to be unfair to his memory.

Sir,—The Catholic Church forbids birth 
control and divorce as ‘‘ immoral and pagan: 
It has also compiled an “Index” of books 
‘dangerous to faith and morals” which are 
forbidden to its adherents. An immense 
number of works—scientific, historical, 
fictional—are included in this work, to many 
of which the non-Catholic world has no 
objection whatever. Some, indeed, are 
recognised as classics of literature or as works 
of infinite value in the progress of mankind. 
NonCatholics are not of one opinion in these 
matters. At least two Irish bishops have 
publicly proclaimed their belief in the neces- 
sity of divorce, and several English bishops 
have proclaimed themselves in favour of birth 
control. crs: 

ii the Censorship Bill is passed in its 
present form and is rigidly enforced, all 
works advocating divorce and birth control 
will be forbidden to Catholic and non-Catholic 
alike in Ireland. as will a vast number of 
other works to which non-Catholics have no 
moral objections. The Catholic Church has a 

erfect right to forbid its adherents to read 
Cooke contrary to its doctrines, and to enforce 
that prohibition by law, if this can be done 
without interference with the rights of non- 
Catholics; but it has no right whatever to 
enforce its particular code of ethics on the 
Protestant and Jewish communities. Many 
Nonconformists regard certain practices and 
doctrines of the Catholic Church as idolatrous, 
blasphemous and utterly ruinous of moral 
fibre; but what an outcry there would be if 
the Nonconformist majority in Scotland pro- 
posed to forbid by law the importation of 
Catholic pro aot © works! 

The Catholic laity of Southern Ireland are 
among the most tolerant people in the world 
to those of other creeds. In my opinion, 
however, they do not realise how great is the 
injustice which they contemplate inflicting 
upon their fellow-countrymen. This is not 
altogether surprising when we have such 
medisvalists as Dr. Trench wilfully obscuring 
the issue. Attempts are being made in the 
sectarian Press to represent your corre- 
spondents. as “ West Britons.” Well, I am 
an Irish speaker; I took up arms in the 
cause of Irish independence, and I endured 
the inconveniences of prison and the hunger 
strike in that cause. I do not regret the 
— [ played in that struggle; but 1 am a 

rotestant, and I fought believing that I 
fought for the freedom of Catholic and Pro- 
testant alike. 

As an Irish Nationalist, I congratulate your 
correspondents both on their courage and on 
their public spirit; but individual letters of 
protest will not avert the menace. 1 suggest 
the immediate formation of a committee 
representative of all sections of non-Catholic 
thought in Ireland to launch a national cam- 
paign of protest. In this matter it would not 
be fair to ask our Catholic fellow-countrymen 
to take the initiative. It is “up to” us to 
make our position clear, and, pointing out 
that our numerical inferiority makes. it hope- 
less for us to rely on our own strength, to 
appeal to the sense of justice of our fellow- 
Irishmen. Our demand should be that either 
the bill be withdrawn or a guarantee inserted 
that 50 per cent. of the Censorship Com- 
mittee shall always be non-Catholic.—Yours,

CORK SPEED TRIALS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—In their last. letter the Royal Irish 
Automobile Club state that, as we did not 
ublish one letter of theirs and our reply to 
it, they consider the whole discussion as 
being closed. However admirable such a 
procedure may be for the Royal Irish Auto- 
mobile--Club, it will hardly. suffice for the 
very large public interested in this matter. 
he charge against the Royal Irish Auto- 
mobile Club is definite and clear-cut: It is 
that they, as a governing -body, differed in 
their car classifications from the organisers 
of the Ulster Car Race, although both bodies 
function under precisely. the same set of 
international rules. 
That the Royal Irish Automobile Club did, 
in faet, so differ is borne out by their cor- 
respondence with this Club. ‘the whole of 
the correspondence is much too long for pub- 
lication, and, besides, it contains matters not 
relevant to the present issue. We have, 
however, made extracts of the relevant 
portions, which we set out below, and we 
are quite ms to pubhsh the full cor- 
respondence if the Royal Irish Automobile 
Club so agrees. 
The extraets are as follows:—The Royal 
Irish Automobile Club letter of the 19th 
June, 1928, contains the phrase, ‘‘the racing 
cars from the Tourist Trophy Race,” and 
it continues that our proposed venue for the 
event, the Straight road, was ‘‘ quite un- 
suitable for the purpose of the proposed 
competition for racing cars.” ‘The Royal 
Irish Automobile Club letter of the 27th 
June, 1928, states in the first paragraph 
that the Royal Irish Automobile Club Com- 
mittee, ‘“‘having carefully, considered the 
matter of the Cork and District Motor Cycle 
Club's proposed speed event for racing 
cars decided that they cannot con- 
sent to the participation of these racing 
cars at this meeting.” 
These extracts indicate that there was the 
most marked and decided conflict between the 
interpretation of the Ulster Car Race 
organisers and that of the Royal Irish Auto- 
mobile Club. The rules of the Ulster Car 
Race were quite clear and definite in their 
exclusion of racing cars. Rule 6 of these 
stated rules is as follows :—'' Cars eligible: 
The race is open to any car with not fewer 
than four wheels, not being what is com- 
monly known as a racing car.” 
The conflict in interpretation is made 
abundantly clear by these extracts. Now, 
however, the eat Irish Automobile Club 
say that the full facts will be disclosed by 
the publication of their letter of the 18th 
July. In fact, that letter but made the 
confusion worse confounded, as in the second 
sentence it is stated that ‘‘the Committee 
(of the Royal Irish Automobile Club), in 
view of their recent decision in regard to the 
promotion of speed trials for sports cars...” 
Apparently “sports” cars and “racing '' 
cars are all one to the Royal Irish Auto- 
mobile Club. Can it be wondered that on 
receipt of that letter my Club promptly with- 
drew its application to the Royal Irish

HOPFIELDS FIRE. 


CHILDREN CAUGHT IN 
A BLAZING HUT. 


——— 
THREE LIVES (LOST. 
Parscaias 


How three children perished among the 
flames and smoke of a blazing hut in the 
Kentish ds was described at an inquest 
at Slaney Place Farm, Staplehurst, last night 
on the bodies of George Benjamin Warnock, 
aged 11; Sydney Robert Warnock, aged 8, 
and Marie Warnock, aged 6, of Tranton road, 
Bermondsey, London. Mr. B. W. Warnock, 
father of the children, is a doorkeeper at. 
Bermondsey Town Hall ' 

The hut, which is situated two hundred 
yards from the farmhouse, was one of four 
occupied by hop pickers. It measured eight 
feet three inches by seven feet, and had 
wooden walls and a galvanised iron roof. 
The children were last seen at 9 o'clock on 
Wednesday night. Shortly afterwards the 
hut was found to be in flames, which spread 
to another hut six yards away. People in 
the village of Staplehurst, a mile distant, 
saw the blaze and rushed to the scene in 
cars, on bicycles and on foot. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Veall, the farmer. his 
sons, and two other men fought a losing 
fight with fire extinguishers and buckets of 
water. The huts were razed in fifteen 
minutes. The watchers, uncertain whether 
the children were inside, had their worst 
fears confirmed when the ruins were searched, 
and the charred bodies of the three little 
victims were found. An overturned candle is 
believed to have caused the fire. 

THE SLEEPING ACCOMMODATION. 

. B. W. Warnock told the Coroner :— 
“ My children came to the farm on August.| 
29, and my wife has been here for 4 
picking for the last seventeen to eighteen 
years. I came down for the week-end, and 
returned to London last Monday. The beds 


in the hut were made of half bushel fruit 


, with loose straw on The hut 
had one door, with a small gs at inch 
window at the back. which did not open. 
There was a brass staple fastening inside the 
door, about three feet from the ground.” 

MOTHER’S EVIDENCE. 

Mrs. Sarah Ann Warnock, the mother, who 
showed great distress, said that shortly 
before seven o'clock p.m. she left the hut 
with three friends to see them off, leaving the 
children on the farm. 

“I did not expect to be back until 10 
p.m.,” she said. ‘‘ My sister usually sees 
the children to bed, and I did not know 
that she was going out. We usually have | 
an unprotected candle, which is put on a 
shelf. I got back just after 10 p.m. We have 
slways told our children to blow out the 
ight.”’ 

In reply to a ag co she said that the 
elder boy always lighted the candle, and 
was always careful about it. 

A pathetic witness was little Daisy Emily 
Bragg, aged seven, cousin of the victims, and 
daughter of Mrs. Bragg, of Penge road, 
Anerley, London. She said that she was 
staying at one of the huts in the field. 8! - 
saw the three children enter their hut to go 
to bed. Daisy went into her mother’s hut, 
and when it was dark she heard someone call 
for help, and went to Mr. Veall. The end 
hut was then on fire. She heard nothing 
after she came from her hut. - 

A FIERCE FIRE. 

Mr. Henry Veall said that he was with 
the two boys for about half an hour, and 
told them to go to bed. As he was getting 
into bed he heard a scream, and saw through 
the window that the hut was blazing. While} 
his wife telephoned for the fire brigade, he 
grabbed a fire extinguisher and rushed to the 
hut, which collapsed as he reached the first 
meadow. He could not approach nearer than 
five feet of the fire, as the flames were so
